can set the bottom end of the tuning right on 10.1 MHz. It's 

a bit touchy to adjust because both halves of the trimmer 

are hot with r.f£., but it sure works well. Once adjusted, it 
seems quite stable, and if you hear something up above the top 
end, and it's really important to work, you can tweak the trimmer 
a bit and get up there also.

Not to gloat, but, I just got mail back from WA3NNA telling me that I got 
all five code words. I thought beacons would be a boring "sport", it 
turned out somewhat different. First I found that when you're listening 
for 100uW signal and it kicks over to 1W, watchout! Almost blew the cans 
off, hi hi. I have an IC-735 an recently got a good deal on an Alinco 
DX70-T, both great radios but I just had to compare. Seems the Alinco won 
out by the smallest of margins. There was no difference down to about the 
10mW beacon level but beyond that there was just something about that 
Alinco... 


First my code needs some work (I've failed 1B three times) so it helps 
with the speed. But knowing what *most« of the exchange is helps you 
concentrate on the parts you don't know. It seems that knowing when and 
what to concentrate on helps out a great deal. I'm hoping this helps with 
FYBO, my first "real" contest. Beacons are also a great constant source 
to compare rigs, you can use the same antenna, tuner, place, etc. The 
spec's on both my rigs are neck in neck, but they sure "hear" different. 
And there is always the propagation aspect, as they say, the band is 
usually open to somehwere.

I spent quite a while admiring the 38 special kit - it is a beauty. When I 
began construction, I carefully double and triple checked every part. When 
it was finished, I nervously turned it on - no smoke! I also heard audio 
through the headphones. Here is where my trouble starts: 

(1) When I went to peak the receiver, I didn't have 2 peaks. 
So I removed a couple of turns off T1 as some other have done. This seems 
to help, but I still only have 1 distinct peak. 


(2) The tuning range is only 2khz ! I first thought I may 
have goofed something up on the RIT mod, as I didn't have a 6.8 uh choke, and 
added a 2.2 uh choke in series with the 4.7 at L1. But after removing the 


rit mod (and yes, reconnecting the cut trace) the rig still only tunes from 
about 10.119 to 10.121 ! 
I tried replacing the diode at D3, but results were the same with a new diode 
there. I also tried placing a second diode in parallel at D3. I even tried 
turning L1 around the other way in the hole (desparate times call for 
desparate measures). Still nothing. Now for the good news - the transmit 
seems ok, and can be adjusted for a fairly good sounding note. I geta 
pretty good power output (5 watt power mod). Everything seems to work just 
as it should, except for the VERY LIMITED TUNING. Any ideas as to what 
went wrong? Also, should I try to peel off another turn or two on T1 to 
get 2 distinct peaks in the receive alignment?

I use a power distribution strip. An MFJ model 1116. Following 
the manufacturers directions I have had no electrical problems 
using the strip. QRP rigs, including the QRP+ and the Radio 
Shack DSP filter, ran off the strip fine business. Connected 
the MFJ-1116 to an Astron RS35M power supply along with an 
Icom IC701 and a Heathkit SB-104. 


The binding posts are spaced too closely on the MFJ-1116, IMHO. 
If there's a problem, this is it. I purchased a handful of 
Pamona modular plugs (they say Pomona MDP on them) at a hamfest 
for $1.00 each. These have positive wire attachments and a small 
tab on the ground side. They plug right into the binding posts 
on the MFJ-1116. I also changed the 15 Amp fuse for a 5 amp fuse.

The probable reason for the warning is that the distribution strip 
wiring is too small to carry the current required by a qro rig. Even 
if the qro rig didn't blow the fuse, the resulting voltage drop in the 
wiring would result in poor performance of the qro rig (not to mention 
a potential fire hazard). 


I built my own power distribution strip, using 3 of the polarized 
receptacles I've standardized with, and a power cord with an in-line 
fuse. The housing is a mini-box, with the main power cord entering 
through a grommet. This works well for small equipment. The FT-301 

is connected directly to the output of the 18 Ampere supply. There is 
no reason you couldn't build an adequate low voltage power distribution 
network for your shack (we did it all the time in aircraft and missiles). 
Just follow the same rules the power company does when it designs its 
power transmission/distribution system.

Unless you've made some error in hooking up your test equipment, 
yes. I recently had a really bad day troubleshooting, until it finally 
dawned on me that one of my oscilloscope probe cables was intermittant! 


You have a 10 db drop through your final transistor, just what I 
would expect (have seen) if your final were smokeless, or wasn't getting 
any supply voltage. The junction capacitances let some signal through. 


> I checked everything a fourth 
>time to make sure it was all installed properly, then checked with my 
>multimeter every transistor and diode in the final stages. All passed 


A few thoughts here. You might have installed the PA transistor backwards. 
There was a recent (4 wks) post on this. The rig in that 
case worked, but with greatly reduced power output- about 4-5 db gain 
instead of 10-12. With a TO-220 style case it is not that difficult to 


put it in backwards (after all, the silly manufacturers insist on using 
every possible configuration for the pin-out: EBC, BEC, CBE, etc) And 
when its late at night, even a fifth or sixth check of wiring can miss 
such an error. 


I am not familiar with the Ten Tec design (except from what Chuck 
and others wrote), but it seems feasible that you could have a burnt-out 
final PA and STILL get ok multimeter readings at each transistor junction. If 
they use a diode to apply forward bias to the final PA (usually 
only done if you want it to run linear), the BE junction could be open, 
but you'd not know by simple multimeter test unless you pulled the 
transistor and checked it separately.

Very unlikely that your torroids are bad. Heathkit used ferrite cores for 
the HW-8, and they would overheat and be ruined sometimes. 
Powdered metal torroids are much more robust, and don't self-destruct like that. 
No one uses ferrite for these circuits anymore- Heathkit 
taught us better. I think. 


>Something else that worries me is the fact that my coax was broke and I 
>transmitted quite a few times. It would have been exactly like 
>transmitting with no coax installed on the rig, which of course is not 
>a suggested practice :) 


Yep, and sometimes you'll get away with it and sometimes you won't. 

I think you let all the smoke out of your final transistor during that 
little test period. Do you have a protective zener diode on the 
collector of your final PA? If not, you might think about adding one. 
Of course, they add some capacitance to the final output network, and 
you may have to adjust something. If you have a shunt fed final pa 
(high value choke feeding in the dc power), and capacitive coupling to a 
filter network, it is easy- just lower the value of the input shunt 
capacitor of the filter by 50 to 100 pf (I am guessing here. It will 
do, but it would be better to measure the capacitance of the diode, and 
subtract that. It may not make much difference either way). If your 
final uses a transformer to transform from 14 ohms to 50 (14 ohms is the 
approximate output impedance of a 5 watt PA fed by 12v dc), then I'm 
stuck- I don't know quite how you compensate for that extra 
Capacitance, but again, you may not need to- it probably won't make 
much difference. 


Something other builders/designers have alerted me to is PARTIAL 
failure of rf power transistors, many of which have a large and complex 
internal structure. They are actually built up of multiple smaller 
transistors all paralleled, with small emitter resistors to equalize the 
load. You can have failure of some of these smaller transistors, but 


not all. You would see reduced power output, but the transistor would test ok in 
most tests. But all the transistors inside have been 

stressed and might be on the brink of failure. I doubt that is what 

you've got here, but it is something to be aware of. 


Good luck with your rig.
